The proceedings 
instituted before the supreme 
court 
to 


disbar superior judge Dunne of San 
Francisco is a step in 


the right direction at this particular 
time. 
Even 
though it 


may failof its ultimate object, itshould have a salutary effect 
in curbing, among 
the judicial and legal fraternity at least, 


the spirit ofreckless criticism and abuse of the 
decisions of 


the higher courts, which has been running riot of late. If 
subordinate judges set the example of contempt of the higher 
courts by coarse abuse of the judges, and their conduct 
is al- 


lowed to pass unrebuked, itis inevitable that the pernicious 
example willbe followed by others, to the weakening of the 
whole judicial system. 
We do not believe that judges should 


be held above just criticism. 
They 
are only human, 
and 


often err unwittingly, sometimes 
no doubt knowingly. 
But 


members of the bench, above all others, should be slow to 
question the motives and integrity of their brother judges. 
Judge Dunae, in some of the graft cases, and in his diatribes 
against the appellate court for reversing him,has displayed a 
wofullack of mental equipoise and fair-mindedness. 
Ajury- 


man in the same frame of mind toward a defendant as he has 
displayed in several 
instances, would not be allowed to sit 


on the case. 
He may be honest 
and 
sincere and all that, 


but unless these qualities 
are coupled with sound judgment 


and an ability to subordinate his personal 
prejudices 
to his 


judicial duties, he is not the kind of man to adorn the bench. 


That erratic sheet, the Sacramento 
Bee has come out flat- 


footed for Bryan. 
The Bee has always 
been 
independently 


inclined iv politics, with republican leanings. 
That it wields 


much influence in the valley counties, 
where it principally 


circulates, is beyond 
question. 
It has heretofore 
followed 


Byan in his free silver campaign 
twelve years ago. 
At the 


last state election itsupported 
Bell, the democratic candidate 


for governor. 
The outcome in its home county, in giving a 


democratic majority in a usually republican 
stronghold, 
was 


helped by its support, but must not be too largely attributed 
to its influence. 
The same upheaval 
occurred in other coun- 


ties outside the Bee's 
sphere 
of influence, and 
was due to a 


wide-spread resolve on the part of republicans 
to deal out a 


rebuke to the party managers 
for the bossy tactics 
they had 


adopted. 
But in the present political trip the 
Bee 
has 
no 


such public sentiment 
behind it, and consequently 
has an 


up-grade fight, in which it is destined 
to make very little 


headway. 
Our cotemporary claims to be an ardent admirer 


ofRoosevelt 
and his policies, and went to the extreme of urg- 


ing the reuominatiou of Roosevelt in face of his oft-repeated 
declaration that under no circumstances 
would he again be- 


come a candidate. 
This idea of forcing Roosevelt 
on the 


people met with scant 
consideration —or rather 
with no con- 


sideration at all. 
Chagrined 
at this frigid reception of its 


pet scheme, it declares 
against Taft—the man who above all 


others is deemed by the president as 
the best 
fitted to carry 


out the policies which he has inaugurated. 
The Bee claims 


that Bryan comes nearer to the 
Roosevelt 
ideas 
than Taft, 


but bald assertions of that character 
willcarry conviction to 


none outside of the editorial sauctuin. 
• 


W. R. Hearst is busy organizing 
the independent 
party, 


the convention of which is now iv session 
to place a presiden- 


tial ticket in the field. 
Hearst thinks both parties 
are 
too 


corrupt for him to associate 
with, and believes his mission is 


to found a simon-pure political organization 
out ofimperfect 


human material, his string of newspapers 
from the Atlantic 


to the Pacific helping in the herculean 
task. 
The fact is, 


Hearst is a sorehead. 
He is sore 
because 
the 
democrats 


would not pick him up as a presidential 
candidate, 
and he 


is doing his level best to wreck the democracy out of revenge, 
and it must be confessed he has clone, and is still doing, val- 
iant service in that direction. His presidential aspirations 
are 


not dead, but sleeping. 
When the old, worn-out 
democracy 


has beeu swallowed up by the newly launched independent 
party, Hearst hopes 
to attain 
the goal of his ambition by 


being made a presidential 
nominee.
